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TO  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  Of  HARTISJVIERE. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  sanitary 
state  of  your  district,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Localities. — The  localities  adopted  for  the  statistical 
parts  of  this  report  are  the  same  as  in  previous  reports. 
These  are  in  reality  the  old  Registration  Districts,  and  are 
continued,  although  the  Registration  Districts  have  been 
altered,  in  order  to  allow  of  just  comparison  with  previous 
reports.  These  “ localities  ” are  constituted  thus  : — 

Botesdale  Division : — Consisting  of  the  parishes  of 
Botesdale,  Burgate,  Gislingham,  Mellis,  Palgrave, 
Redgrave,  Rickinghall  Superior,  and  Wortham,  contain- 
ing in  1891  a population  of  4,209,  exclusive  of  the  children 
in  the  Wortham  Workhouse  Schools, 
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Eye  Division: — Consisting  of  the  parishes  of  Brayes- 
worth,  Brome,  Oakley,  Occold,  Bedlingfield,  Stoke  Ash, 
Stuston,  Thorndon,  Thornliam  Magna  and  Parva, 
Thrandeston  and  Yaxley,  containing  in  1891  a population 
of  3,413.  The  municipal  borough  of  Eye  is  excluded,  as 
it  forms  a separate  Sanitary  District. 

Mendlesham  Division : — Consisting  of  the  parishes  of 
Aspall,  Bacton,  Cotton,  Finningham,  Mendlesham, 
Rishangles,  Thwaite,  Westhorpe,  Wetheringsett-cum- 
Brockford,  Wickham  Skeith,  and  Wyverstone,  containing 
in  1891  a population  of  4,950. 

Statistics  relating  to  Births  and  Deaths  are  given  in 
extenso  in  the  appended  tables,  but  the  following  principal 
conclusions  may  be  here  noted  : — 

Births. — 277  births  were  registered  in  your  district 
during  the  year,  being  at  the  rate  of  22  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  the  rates  in  former  years  being  : —

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Birth-rates  during  the  last 
four  years  are  very  considerably  below  the  averages  of  the 
previous  25  years.  They  are  also  considerably  below  the 
general  Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  29*4 
in  1898,  and  averages  30*5  during  the  ten  preceding  years. 

Marriages. — The  number  of  Marriages  in  the  district 
still  shews  the  same  decided  decrease  which  has  been  noted 
in  late  years.  The  returns  for  1898  are  not  yet  complete. 
The  actual  number  of  Marriages  that  took  place  in  your 
district,  and  in  the  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Eye  (which 
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is  not  separated  in  the  quarterly  returns  of  the  Registrar- 
General),  was—

The  Registrar-General  has  repeatedly  pointed  out  that 
a high  or  low  Marriage-rate  bears  a close  correspondence 
with  the  prosperity  or  want  of  prosperity  of  the  country. 

These  rates  are  very  considerably  lower  than  the  average 
Marriage-rate  for  England  and  Wales  ; the  number  of 
persons  married  in  the  Hartismere  Rural  and  Eye  Urban 
Districts  combined  during  the  ten  years  1888-97  being  at 
the  rate  of  11*9  per  1,000  annually,  the  corresponding  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  being  15*3  per  1,000. 

Deaths. — After  correcting  the  registered  number  of 
deaths  by  the  addition  of  the  deaths  in  public  institutions 
of  persons  belonging  to  the  District,  and  the  omission  of 
deaths  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  but  brought 
into  the  district  with  their  fatal  disease  on  them,  the 
number  of  deaths  was  177,  the  Death-rate  being  14‘0  per 
1,000.  The  rates  in  former  years  were —

These  figures  compare  favourably  with  the  correspond- 
ing rates  in  country  districts  in  England  and  Wales,  as 
reported  by  the  Registrar-General,  these  being  16-0  in 
1898  and  16*8,  the  average  of  the  ten  preceding  years. 
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The  mortality  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was 
20’9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  and  1 3*3  per  cent,  of  the 
registered  births.  The  mortality  amongst  children  under 
5 years  of  age  was  25‘ 4 per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  The 
mortality  amongst  children  under  1 year  of  age  shews  an 
increase  on  the  rates  prevalent  during  recent  years. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  seven  principal  zymotic 
diseases,  viz.,  small-pox.  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  fever,  and  diarrhoea,  caused  13  deaths. 
This  number,  though  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  num- 
bers for  the  last  three  years,  is  very  considerably  below  the 
rate  of  mortality  from  these  diseases  which  previously 
prevailed  in  the  district,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
Table  E. 

Table  B.  (which  shows  the  new  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health — the  principal  diseases  being  classified)  shows  that 
small-pox  was  entirely  absent  from  the  district  throughout 
the  year,  as  it  has  been  for  many  years  past ; that  scarlet 
fever  was  practically  absent  from  the  entire  district,  except 
in  the  parish  of  Thrandeston,  in  the  Eye  Division,  where 
an  extensive,  though  mild,  outbreak  occurred  ; that 
diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever  were  both  conspicuous  by 
their  absence  ; and  that  two  cases  of  puerperal  fever,  one 
of  them  fatal,  occurred  in  the  Mendlesham  Division. 
Fourteen  cases  of  erysipelas  were  reported,  mainly  in  the 
Mendlesham  and  Eye  Divisions.  There  were  no  cases  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  Workhouse  at  Eye,  nor  in  the 
Schools  at  Wortham — the  latter  were  closed  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Comparison  of  Localities.— The  following  table 
shows  the  comparative  mortality  statistics  of  the  three

Systematic  Inspection.— The  work  of  systematic 
inspection  and  nuisance  removal  has  been  carried  on  as  in 
former  years,  namely,  by  frequent  inspection  of  all  parts 
of  the  district  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  accompanied 
on  some  occasions  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
visits  being  so  arranged  that  no  portion  of  the  district  has 
escaped  their  joint  supervision  during  the  year,  while 
separate  visits  have  been  made  to  such  parts  as  seemed 
from  special  circumstances  to  require  it.  The  sanitary 
state  of  the  district  is  well  maintained.  The  following  is 
a summary  of  the  work  done  during  the  year,  taken  from 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  : — 291  notices  have  been 
given  for  sanitary  improvements  ; 3 new  privies  have  been 
built,  and  1 has  been  converted  into  a pail  closet  ; 10  newr 
pail  closets  have  been  made  ; 46  privies  have  been  cleansed 
and  repaired,  and  3 removed  from  objectional  situations  ; 
12  houses  have  been  provided  with  new  drainage,  15  house 
drains  have  been  repaired  and  trapped  ; 7 foul  ditches  have 
been  cleansed,  and  2 filled  up  ; 11  accumulations  of 

manure  have  been  removed  ; 2 new  cesspools  have  been 
made,  2 cesspools  have  been  cleansed,  and  6 cesspools  or 
gutters  have  been  filled  up  ; 7 cases  of  nuisance  arising 
from  swine  improperly  kept  have  been  removed  ; 5 cases 
of  overcrowding  have  been  abated  ; 1 house  has  been 
repaired  ; 2 premises  have  been  cleansed  ; and  16  houses 
and  15  public  schools  have  been  cleansed  after  infectious 
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diseases.  The  sewer  tank  at  Mendlesham  has  been 
cleansed,  and  a public  drain  at  Palgrave  has  been  extended 
65  yards. 

In  table  Gr  will  be  found  a summary  of  the  work  of 
nuisance  removal  since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  1878,  from  which  it  appears  that  in  your 
district  during  21  years  the  number  of  notices  given  for 
sanitary  improvements  has  averaged  285,  and  the  number 
of  nuisances  removed  has  averaged  295  each  year. 

Water  Supply. — I have  made  chemical  analyses  of 
15  specimens  of  drinking  water,  of  which  I have  reported 
9 “ unfit  ” for  drinking  or  domestic  uses.  In  consequence 
of  my  reports  the  following  results  have  been  obtained  : — 
3 new  ponds  have  been  made  supplying  water  to  5 houses  ; 
11  wells  have  been  repaired  and  cleansed,  supplying  water 
to  36  houses  ; and  7 ponds  have  been  cleansed,  supplying 
water  to  12  houses.  Thus  53  houses  have  during  the  year 
received  an  improved  supply  of  water.  The  public  wells 
throughout  the  district  have  been  kept  in  order,  13  wells 
and  pumps  having  been  cleansed  or  repaired  during  the 
year.  Two  new  cottages  have  been  erected,  but  at  present 
no  certificates  under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act, 
1878,  have  been  granted  to  them. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  been  subjected  to 
a severe  strain  for  several  months  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  ; the  excessive  dryness  of  the  summer  (following 
as  it  did  on  a winter  and  two  previous  years  in  which  the 
rainfall  was  much  below  the  average)  caused  in  many 
parishes  a great  scarcity  of  water,  and  necessitated  the 
carriage  of  water  for  some  distances  to  supply  the 
necessities  of  houses  and  cottages.  Temporary  arrange- 
ments for  this  purpose  were  in  several  instances  made  or 
supervised  by  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  The  absence 
of  typhoid  and  diphtheria  under  these  circumstances  is 
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satisfactory  ; the  amount  of  autumnal  diarrhoea  was,  as 
might  reasonably  be  expected,  somewhat  in  excess  of 
recent  years.  * 

The  water  supply  of  a portion  of  the  parish  of  Mellis 
mentioned  in  my  annual  report  last  year  has  been  several 
times  under  consideration.  The  negotiations  with  the 
owners  of  various  houses  undertaken  in  the  hope  of  in- 
ducing common  action  to  deal  with  the  matter  having 
Tailed,  the  Rural  District  Council  have  decided  to  make  a 
new  public  well,  and  have  entered  into  a contract  for  this 
purpose. 

The  wrater  supply  at  Mill  Street,  Gislingham,  was 
specially  reported  on  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  in 
reply  to  enquiries  made  by  them.  Your  District  Council 
determined  that  they  did  not  consider  it  advisable  to  make 
a public  well,  but  took  steps  to  prevent  the  pollution  of 
some  ponds  which  form  the  present  supply  of  this  portion 
of  your  district. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — The 
number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act,  1889,  during  the  year  was  68,  and 
included  : — 

52  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
14  cases  of  erysipelas 
2 cases  of  puerperal  fever. 

The  results  of  the  investigations  made  into  these  cases 
are  shewn  in  Table  F,  and  may  be  thus  summarised — 
Scarlet  fever  occurred  in  4 parishes,  19  houses  were  affected 
and  52  cases  and  1 death  occurred.  The  cases  generally 
were  of  a fairly  mild  character.  Of  the  five  outbreaks, 
only  one  extended  beyond  the  house  first  attacked  ; in  two 
instances  the  origin  could  not  be  distinctly  traced,  and  in 
the  remaining  three  the  source  of  infection  came  from 
adjacent  districts.  The  only  outbreak  calling  for  special 
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mention  is  that  which  commenced  in  November  in  the 
parish  of  Thrandeston.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the 
disease  was  carelessly  imported  from  an  adjacent  district, 
and  that  children  who  had  recently  suffered  from  mild 
attacks  were  sent  to  school.  The  result  was  that  15  houses 
were  affected,  46  persons  attacked,  many  of  them  in  a 
fairly  severe  form,  and  one  death  occurred.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  in  every  family  but  two  the  first  case  attacked 
was  that  of  a child  attending  school,  and  that  only  these 
two  fresh  families  were  attacked  after  a period  of  10  days 
had  elapsed  after  the  school  was  closed. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  (one  of  them  fatal) 
were  reported  in  October  and  November.  In  neither  case 
was  any  sanitary  defect  discovered  on  the  premises. 

Erysipelas. — Fourteen  cases  (two  of  them  fatal) 
were  reported. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  measles 
and  whooping  cough  were-"  both  somewhat-  prevalent. 
It  is  impossible  to  estimate  what  number  of  cases 
occurred,  but  1 death  occurred  from  the  former,  and 
4 from  the  latter,  all  of  children  under  5 years  of  age. 
There  were  no  deaths  due  to  any  other  form  of  Infectious 
Disease  than  that  already  mentioned. 

Closing  of  Public  Elementary  Schools. — 
During  the  year  1898  the  Wetheringsett  National  School 
was  closed  by  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  from 
January  31st  to  February  28th  ; the  Cotton  National 
School  from  April  13th  to  May  11th;  the  Bacton  Board 
School  from  April  18th  to  May  30th;  the  Palgrave 
National  School  from  May  19th  to  June  20th  ; the 
Wortham  Ling  School  from  May  30th  to  June  27th  ; the 
Redgrave  National  School  from  June  6th  to  duly  4th  ; the 


Thrandeston  National  School  from  June  20th  to  duly 
18th;  the  Yaxley  National  School  from  July  15th  to 
August  13th  ; the  Gislingham  National  School  from  July 
18tli  to  August  loth  ; the  Thornham  National  School  from 
July  19th  to  August  16th  ; the  Stoke  Ash  National  School 
from  July  21st  to  August  20th;  and  the  Thorndon 
National  School  from  July  22nd  to  August  20th,  on 
account  of  outbreaks  of  measles.  The  Finningham 
National  School  was  closed  from  July  27th  to  August  27th, 
and  the  Bacton  Board  School  from  August  2nd  to  August 
16th,  on  account  of  outbreaks  of  whooping  cough;  whilst 
the  scarlet  fever  outbreak  at  Thrandeston  caused  the 
National  School  there  to  be  closed  from  November  3rd  to 
the  end  of  the  year.  In  all  cases  advice  was  given  to  close 
all  Sunday  Schools  at  the  same  time,  and  I believe  that 
this  advice  was  in  each  case  acted  upon. 

Offensive  Trades. — In  tvro  instances  your  Sanitary 
Officers  have  taken  action  ; in  the  one  case  a nuisance 
arose  from  a large  number  of  ducks  being  kept  in  a very 
limited  area  and  polluting  a stream,  and  in  the  other  was 
an  example  of  the  ever-recurring  nuisance  arising  from  the 
boiling  of  carcases  of  horses  and  other  dead  animals.  This 
business  can  under  proper  precautions  be  carried  on  in  a 
rural  district  without  injury  to  health  ; but  the  precautions, 
which  are  mainly  two  in  number,  are  invariably  neglected. 
The  two  main  precautions  necessary  are  to  boil  the  flesh 
before  it  becomes  putrid,  and  to  boil  it  in  coppers  so  con- 
structed that  the  effluvia  arising  are  conveyed  through  the 
furnace  and  there  consumed.  These  precautions,  with  a 
due  regard  to  cleanliness  (also  generally  conspicuous  by  its 
absence),  are  sufficient  to  prevent  nuisance  and  injury  to 
health  from  this  cause. 

Legal  Proceedings  have  been  taken  in  one  case 
only,  in  which  a conviction  took  place  under  the  Public 
Health  (Water)  Act,  1878. 
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Futuke  Action. — Under  this  heading  should  be 
considered  the  provision  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  for 
infectious  cases.  The  year  1898  has  witnessed  a retrograde 
sanitary  movement  in  the  practical  Abolition  of  Compul- 
sory Vaccination.  In  the  course  of  a few  years  there  will 
be  an  increased  number  of  persons  unprotected  against 
small-pox,  and  cases  may  be  confidently  expected  to  occur, 
and  in  the  absence  of  any  suitable  Hospital  for  their  re- 
ception it  is  difficult  to  see  what  steps  can  be  taken  to  deal 
with  the  early  cases  and  prevent  a serious  outbreak. 

Bakehouses. — The  Bakehouses  of  the  district  have 
been  kept  under  supervision.  They  are  generally  kept  in 
a cleanly  state. 

The  duties  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  have,  in  my 
opinion,  been  satisfactorily  carried  out.
